>There is one sore spot here for me. I am starting to feel that we should 
>inform our heirs that disposal of our collections should be handled by 
>someone who is knowledgeable about boatanchors. Too often, the disposal is 
>left to 1) a relative who is not a ham and has no knowledge of electronics, 
>or 2) a dealer who just wants to get the most money out of the "estate" 
>s/he 

>purchased. In both cases, this often leads to accessories, spare tubes, 
>manuals and so forth being separated from the equipment. And the "junk" 
>parts, caps, coils, knobs etc. are sometimes thrown away because it takes 


>some effort to find the "right" buyer and the disposers are in a hurry. 

> 

>I'm sure you have seen examples of this yourself. But here are two of mine 
>from the past 12 months. About this time last year, I was contacted by a 
>lady whose husband had died and left a typical ham radio "estate" behind. 
>She and her son had been selling the equipment off piece-by-piece at 
>hamfests for nearly two years. But now all the gear was gone and there was 
>a 

>half-a-garage full of parts, antenna tower sections, old wooden broadcast 
>radios and etc. She invited me out to make an offer for all or part. What 
>was left was basically a mess, but I found a liquor box full of 
>manuals--the 

>manuals for all the gear they had sold. There were plug-in coils for 
>various 

>radios, a huge, complete quad antenna kit in many pieces scattered around 
>the garage so that you had to work to figure out that they actually did go 
>together to make a complete antenna, a set of knobs from a National radio 
>that was sold with unoriginal knobs, antenna rotor controllers for rotors 
>that had been sold without them, and so on and so forth. I bought what I 
>wanted including the manuals and was shocked to find the original manual 
>for 

>my Johnson Ranger II in the box with the correct serial number written on 
>it--I had picked up the Ranger at a hamfest 2 years ago from these people 
>and did not realize it. Now the exact original manual had "found me"--talk 
>about coincidence. 

> 

>My second example is more recent. At a hamfest in June this year, a guy 
>showed up selling his father-in-law's estate. He knew nothing about 
>electronics but the local ham club had given him a price list for all the 
>major gear. The problem was that the SK (W3KSD) was a big homebrew 
>guy--most 

>of the stuff was homebrewed. Receivers, transmitters, modulators, speakers 
>in homemade wooden cabinets and power supplies were everywhere. But what 
>went with what? The seller had no clue. Not only that, he said that he had 
>only brought a portion of the stuff with him. So some related components 
>could be missing--but he didn't know that. I picked up a receiver and 
>transmitter, and found the accessory speaker that I guessed matched the 
>receiver. The quality of the construction is amazing--everything is hand 
>made. The chassis is meticulously made out of sheet metal. Plastic parts 
>like coil forms, insulators and even some of the knobs are formed out of 
>raw 

>ABS plastic stock. The point-to-point wiring shows exquisite attention to 
>detail. The receiver uses a 3-section plug-in coil set that fits into a 
>housing on the top of the chassis. Only one coil set was present--the one 
>installed in the radio--for 40 meters. I have the receiver running and it 
>is 

>a neat radio with sparkling performance over a narrow section (the CW 
>portion) of 40 meters. So here's the punch line: I go to another hamfest in 


>July. The same guy shows up. He has more of the estate with him this time, 
>and there--of course--sits a box of home-made 3-section coils for all the 
>ham bands that fit that receiver. No one else would have seen any need for 
>them, and being obviously home-made, I'm sure they would have become trash 
>if I hadn't been there. 

> 

>This sequence of events leaves me cold. Not only could these estate 
>disposers have gotten more money for their troubles if they had known what 
>they were doing, but they could also have done a much better job of 
>preserving the legacy of their loved ones. I'm starting to think that we 
>should do our estate disposal planning with a knowledgeable friend--maybe 
>another BA collector, and leave instructions with our families to at least 
>consult with this person, or turn the whole thing over to them if the worst 
>happens.

Gang: 


I picked up the Drake "twins - R-4B, T-4XB + ps and speaker, 
at hamfest in Springfield, Illinois. It looks nice - couple of 
tubes put in, and fired her up. The transmitter is doing strange 
things, which I relate to the power supply: using the Drake PS 
I already had it works just fine. Using the PS that came with it, 
as it warms up the T-R relay in it closes and the plate current 
starts going up. 


I pulled the PS, got into it and found... nothing (out of the 
ordinary). Voltages all seem where they should be, individual 
components check out OK. Some previous work had been done on it, 
and I resoldered a couple of connections that looked suspect. 
Plugged into the xmtr and into the wall and it all was working 
just fine. Then I put it back in its case and tried it - works 
OK. Then I put it back inside the speaker cabinet, connected 
the receiver, turned it on... and it was the same problem. Once 
it warmed up the T-R relay closed and the plate current started 
climbing (yes, all switches were in the proper position). I 
disconnected the receiver stuff from it, leaving ony the PS (now 
inside the speaker box) and the T-4XB. turned it on, same problem. 


Any suggestions? Might try some brogan mainenance on it.....

Unfortunately there was a second fault that now became evident, and not an 
easy one either. There were obvious signs of HV flashover somewhere with a 
ticking that corresponded to the display disappearing. This turned out to be 
a problem with the CRT heater winding on the power transformer. This winding 
is elevated by a couple of thousand volts. Options here were a new 
transformer (unobtainable) or a rewind (very messy) or an additional 
transformer as described in Stan Griffiths’ book.

and Scott remarks: 


Yes, my 310 (non-A) also had heater winding leakage. I replaced the 
selenium rectifiers with silcon to get room for the added filament 
tranny. Works jes' fine now! 


I also have a 316 and its rack equivalent, an RM16. These are 10 MHz 
guys and do have the delay line. Unfortunately the heater in the RM16's 
CRT went open after I had used it on my bench for several years. The 
316 works, but the 310 is easier to lift. 


Tek stuff is the most bezutifully built tube equipment I have ever seen 
or heard of. It's kind of a ultimate BA...and the 3 inch ones even I 
can lift!

Don't Know anything about the S-55, but my first receiver as a 
teenager was a 1939 tabeltop model where the speaker plugged into 
the chassis with a 4 or 5 pin plug. The speaker had a field coil, 
which for you youngsters out there, means it didn't have a permanent 
magnet, but a field coil which produced the required magnetic field 
only when current flowed in it. Normally these were wired in 

series with the B+ of the receiver and acted as a filter choke. 


If there are 4 wires going to the 5 pin connector, this is 
likely the case. Two of the wires would go to the power supply 
section, likely tied to the filter caps, and two of the wires 
would go to the audio output transformer, if there is one on 
the chassis. If the audio output transformer is on the chassis, 
it's output can most likely be connected to a modern 3.2-8 ohm 
PM speaker, and the field coil replaced with a filter choke, 
whatever's in the junk box. It's possible that the audio output 
transformer might also be mounted on the speaker, in which 
case, the transformer primary would be going through the 

5 pin connector, and the wiring will be a little harder 

to trace out if you don't locate a schematic. 


WARNING: Saftey standards were lacking in the old days, and 
it's easy to contact +250-300 volts on any exposed metal on 
the 5 pin connector pins, which can give a serious or fatal 
electrical shock. Be careful out there.

This set needs a lot of restoration but should come back okay. One thing I 
will need is the round bezel that goes around the speaker (same as the one 
around the dial) because this one is missing. I can have a casting made of 
the one around the dial. But if anyone has a junker with a good bezel, then 
I'd be very interested in buying that.
